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INTRODUCTION. 


8 Books of Gardening are already numerous, ſome Apology may 
| be expected for publiſhing this Catalogue. It muſt be allowed, if 
we never had had any Writings on the Subject, the Knowledge o 
Plants could not have been ſo well known as they are at the preſent 
Time; but the Theory joined to the Practice of Gardening, may juſtly 
be ſaid to be the beſt Methods to obtain to the Knowledge and Culture of 
Plants. Some of the Books on Gardening treat only on particular Sub- 
jects, and half the Plants in Uſe are not mentioned. | 
" Thoſe that contain the beſt Inſtructions, are moſtly large Works, 
and not convenient for carrying in the Pocket occaſionally, likewiſe 
expenſive, and may not be in the Hands of every one that might be 
deſirous of furniſhing a Garden with what is moſt uſeful and ornamental. 
Being intreated by ſeveral Gentlemen, I have ſclected the un choiceſt 
Kinds that will grow in the open Ground 'in this Country, for the 
Kitchen-Garden, Flower-Garden, Graſſes, Trees, Flowering Shrubs, 
Ever Greens, and Fruit Trees, and placed them moſtly under their preſent 

Titles of the lateſt Syſtem of Botany formed by Dr. Linnæus, accordin 

to the Number and Diſpoſition of the Filaments, or Stamina — 
with Buttons, called Anthera; theſe are the Male Parts of the Flower, 
and determine the Claſs it belongs to, which are twenty-four in Num- 
ber; and from the Style or Styles ariſing out of the Middle of the Flower, 
determine the Section the Plants belong to, which are not always of the 
fame Number as the Stamini; when a Flower has but one Stamini, or 
Male Part, it belongs to the firſt Claſs ; and when a Flower has but one 
Style, it belongs to the firſt Section. Some Plants are more difficult to 
be underſtood ; but it being not the Intention to be explained here, 
only, as a ſhort Inſtruction to the Foundation of the Syſtem, the Names 
given by the Botanifts ta each Genus of Plants, which are again ſub» 
divided into Species and Varieties, derive moſtly from the Virtues of 
the Plants, Reſemhlance, Colour, Taſte, Smell, and ſome from the 
Place where they were firit found, or to ſome Virtuoſo in Plants, The 
Fir Tree is by the Linnæan Syſtem brought under the Pine, the Cherry 
under the Plum, and the Pear under the Apple. Theſe, and ſome few 
others, I have mentioned under their old Latin Titles, to be more 
readily underſtood from the other Species; and have likewiſe added the 
old Latin Names to-others, with their Exgliſʒ Names, or what they are 
commonly known by; which, if found of Uſe, will anſwer the End

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OBSERVATIONS of Sowi and PLANTING: 


| EGARD ſhould be had to Sowing of Seeds and Planting, in their 
R proper Seaſons, when the Ground is in a good temperate Order; and in 
lag the ſmall Seeds, Care muſt be taken not to bury them too deep; 
the larger the Seeds and bulbous Roots, the deeper they ſhould be covered; 
and in watering ſmall Seeds, it muſt be done with Care not to wath them out 
of the Ground ; and the tendereſt Sorts of Plants ſhould (whilſt young) be 
ſhaded from the extreme Heat of the Sun in hot Weather, and from the ſevere 
Weather in the Winter Seaſon, Thoſe Plants raiſed by Cuttings ſhould be 
hade , and kept moderately watered, till they baye ſtruck Root; and the 
choicelt Kinds covered with Bel! or Hand-Glaſſes, which will forward their 
puiting out Roots. Tho'e that have been laid, mull likewiſe be kept refreſhed 
with Water in dry Weather ; and 1n watering of Plants, the Evenings are 
beit in warm dry Weather, and the Mornings in cold Weathgr ; and in tranſ- 


lanting of 2?lints, againſt ſhowery Weather is the propereſt Time. The 


eds of iccdliag Plants ſhould be kept clean from Weeds, which draw the 
Nouriſhment of the Earth from the Plants; and great Care muſt be taken that 
the Plants re not plucked or hoed up, by the Perſons (unacquainted with 
Plants) ſet to clean the Beds. which is frequently the Caſe, and the Plants are 
often def royed. Ic is likewiſe proper te faſten new planted Trees with Stakes, 
to prevcut the Wind from looſening che Koots, which often damage them, 


The Time for removing Trees and Shrubs, is generally as ſoon as the Leaves 
begin to fall off, in October or November, and till February or March, The 
tendereſt Sorts ſhould be removed either early in the Autumn Seaſon, or de-

The Making of Hor. Br DS, 


As many Seeds of Plants come from more warmer Climates, ſome of them 
require the Aſſiſtar ce of a Hot-bed, to bring them forward, and raiſe them to 
Periection; which is generally made with new Stable Dang, that has been 
thrown on a Heap for a Week, or more, to heat, before the Bed is made 3 
a few Coal Aſhes may be mixed with the Dung. As ſoon as it is in good 
Order, dig out a Trench, about a Foot deep, according to the Size of the Bed 
intended, and lay in the Dung, cloſe and regular, twa or three Feet in Thick- 
neſs, according to what is intended to be ſown, requiring a greater or leſſer 
Heat. About two or three good Loads will do for a three Light Frame. When 
the Bed of Dung is made, the Frame and Lights muſt be put on, to keep out 
the Wet, and, ina Day or two, it muſt be covered four or five Inches thick 
with good Earth, ſkreened or ſifted z and when the Bed is in a good temperate 
Heat, the Sceds intended may be ſowen. The Glaſſes muſt be raiſed in the 
Day-time, to give proper Air, and let out the Steam, as Occaſion requires; 
but Care mult be taken, not to let in too much Cold, whilſt the Plants are 
young; and the Glaſſes muſt be kept cloſe and covered in the Nights and 
cold Weather, and ſhaded from the extreme Heat of the Sun, If the Bed is 
too hot, make Holes in the Side with a large Stick, to let out the Heat; and 
if the Bed wants Heat. for Cucumbers, Mellons, &c. muſt add treſh Dung 
round the Beds, which wiil he of great Help in ſetting the Fruit, The Beds 
for Cucumbers and Mellons ſhould be earthed thicker, at different Times; and 
the Me!!ons are commonly plant:d on a Hill raiſed under each Light, and 
ſhould have but little Water, and that at a Diſtance from the Stem, which

Onions, Carrots, and moſt garden 
roots, are ſown about March, for the 
principal crops ; and in April or May, 
tor late crops, Radiſhes and Carrots 
are ſown, for early crops, in January 
and February, in warm expoſed places, 
or on gentle hot beds, earthed pretty 
deep ; they ate ſown again in Auguſt, 
and the Autumn ſeaſon, to ſtand the 
Winter, Saliafy and Scorzonera is

The Culture of Sallad Herbs, 
Sallad ſeeds are moſtly ſown in the 2 
Spring, for Summer uſe. Small ſallad 
ſeeds, to be cut in the ſeed- leaf, are 
on 
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ſown edily, in January or February, 
oh gentle hot beds, or under glaſſes, 
and in warm borders; and in the, 
Summer months, on more cool bor- 
ders.

Bazel, and 
Sweet Marjoram, are ſown in the 
Spriog, on gentle hot-beds, or rich 
ground, and planted into pots or beds. 
Cabbages are ſown in Auguſt, for the 
early crop; and ſhoula be prick'd 
out into beds, and in October planted 
out, where they are to ſtand; the 
ſmall early kinds two feet apart, and 
the larger kinds three or four fert 
apart: ſome may be reſerved to plant 
out in the Spring; they may be ſown 
again in the Spring, to ſucceed the 
firit, or on a gentle hot-bed in January, 
and the early kinds till June.

and, when the plants want room, and 
the heat declines, the Tricolors and 
Cock ſcombs ſhould be planted out in a 
freſh bed, earthed ſix or eight inches 
thick, giving the plants a greater di- 
ſtance ; for the beauty of the Tricolors 
conſiſts in being well furniſhed with 3 
leaves; this bed will require a deep 
frame; and when the plants are grown 
to a good ſize, they muſt be Planted 4 
in good fized pots, and plunged into 
the bed; and, towards the middle of 
July, as ſoon as the ſeaſon admits, 
may be ſet out: the other ſorts may be 
planted 1n pots, out of the ſecond bed, 4 
and plunged into the ſame, or a freſh FF 
bed, to bring them forward, till the 
ſcaſon is favourable to ſet them out.

rich earth, in July or Auguſt, or as 
the plints are ſtrong enough to te- 
move : they mult be planted out either 
in pots or beds; the pots ſhould be 
kept from too much wet in the Winter 
ſeaſon, but muſt have as much freſh 
air as poſüble, and ſhould be freſh 
carthed in the Autumn and Spring, 
whicn will nou: iſh the plants; they 
are alſo increaſed, by taking off the 
off ſets or ſuckers from the old plants 
in April. Volzanthus is ſown in the 
Autumn, or early in the Spring, either 
in pots, boxes, or beds, cf good earth;

March, Double Pinks may alſo be 
increaſed by lips, cuttings, or laying, 
in June or Jay. Double Wall flowers 
and double Rockets, are propagated 
by cuttings or ſhips, in March or April, 
or the Summer months, planted in a 
ſhady border; and if covered with a 
bell or hand glaſs, and kept refreſhed

The Campion, Columbine, Auri-

Theſe are increaſed by off ſets from 
the old roots. The time for taking 
them up, in order to remove, is when 
they are out of bloom, and the graſs 
decaying The Anemones, Ranuncu- 
lus, Hyacinth, and Tulips, 
rally taken up every year; the other 
ſorts may ſtand in the ground two 
years, and ſome three ; and the Ane- 
mones are ſometimes left in, to flower 
early. The ſeaſon of planting moſt 
bulbous roots is in September, Octo- 
ber, or till the beginning of January ; 
but the late plantings ſeldom blow ſo 
ſtrong ; the middle ſeaſon is beſt for
